Paul J. Neff, chief executive 
officer for the trustee of the rail- 
road, described the threatened 
strike as “one of the most un- 
justifiable strikes in American 
railroad history.”

Davies told the inquiry board 
that James Maher, a Lockheed 
military contracts executive, told 
him last April that Symington and 
Odlum, head of Consolidated Vul- 
tee, which manufactures the B-36, 
had been frequently in each oth- 
er’s company. 

Trips to Odlum’s Ranch. 

Davies said Maher also was the 
source of information that Sym- 
ington made frequent trips to Od- 
lum’s ranch at Palm Springs, 
Calif., in his special plane and 
that on one occasion, Symington 
and Gen. Hoyt S. Vandenberg, Air 
Force chief of staff, spent a week 
at the ranch.

The major city is, to a consider- 
able extent, self-sufficient, the 
fest of the area utterly helpless to 
perform the important things for 
“which urban government is re- 
quired. 

“The community desperately 
Reeds community governmental 
services, but instead of setting up 
a community government to pro- 
vide them, resort is made. to 
makeshifts.“ 

Tasks Left to City. 
Among these makeshifts, he con- 
tinued, is permission by the sub- 
Areas to let the major city pro- 
vide, without their contribution, 
such services and facilities as 
over-all planning, major highways, 
parks, sewer installations and 
public health protection. Other 
makeshift, include setting up of a 
Variety of undemocratic districts 
and commissions to handle par- 
ticular problems, thus adding to 
the number of unco-ordinated gov- 
@rnmental units, he said. 

“The immediately obvious re- 
sults of a city’s expansion outside 
its limits are the loss of financial 
support and the loss of many of 
its desirable citizens,” Alexander 
asserted. “The major city tends 
Gradually to become a gathering 
place for those financially unable 
to leave it and for the underpriv- 
neged who swarm in from the 
outside. . 

Weakening of Cities. 

Thus the city becomes weaker 
internally, but, of necessity, con- 
tinues to be looked to for increas- 
. ing community services to the out- 
side area. As the average quality

DELAYS CRITIGIZED 


AT BAR MEETING! 


Speakers Also Disap- 
prove of Practice of 
Prosecutors in Reduc- 
ing Charges. 


Undue delays in the holding of 
trials and selection of juries, and 
the practice of prosecutors in re- 
ducing charges and recommending 
sentences were among criticisms 
leveled at the administration of 
criminal justice in the United 
States at a sectional meeting of 
the American Bar Association 
today. ; 

Also criticized during a five-man 
panel discussion presided over by 
Gov. Earl Warren of California 
were the reluctance of capable 
attorneys to take criminal cases, 
the granting of bail to persons 
after their conviction and abuses 
of the parolé system. 

Several hundred persons, includ- 
ing Federal Bureau of Investiga- 
tion officials from Washington, 
Federal Director of Prisons James 
V. Bennett, circuit judges and lo- 
cal prosecuting officials were 
present for the session, held at 
Kiel auditorium, 

Unnecessarily long delays be- 
tween the defendant’s arrest and 
trial were described by United 
States District Judge Alexander 
Holtzoff of the District of Colum- 
bia. 

“Delays in the administration of 
criminal justice encourage crime 
and cast discredit on the law,” 
Judge Holtzoff said, pointing out 
that in his district, unlike in most 
federal and state jurisdictions, the 
judge controls the criminal calen- 
dar rather than the prosecutor. 

As a result, he said, the large 
majority of his cases are tried 
within three weeks after an in- 
dictment is returned and gener- 
ally within 60 days after commis- 
sion of the crime. 

Long periods of time, sometimes 
extending more than a week, in 
selection of a jury are regarded 
“by the thoughtful lay public with 
dismay and disgust,” the Wash- 
ington jurist said. 

Harry C. Blanton of Sikeston, 
Mo., formerly United States Attor- 
ney here, criticized the reduction 
of charges by prosecutors and the 
recommending of sentences to the 
court-practices that are followed 
in the St. Louis circuit (state) 
courts. 

“When charges are once filed, 
the prosecutor ought not to agree 
to a reduction in the degree of 
the offense in order to obtain a 
plea of guilty,” he said. “If such 
cases were promptly and vigor- 
ously prosecuted and if defendants 
learned they would be shown no 
leniency by pleading not guilty, 
then more pleas of guilty would

CHICAGO, Sept. 6 (AP)—The 
nation today grimly counted a 
record-breaking accidental death 
toll for the three-day Labor day 
holiday. 

A final tabulation of fatality re- 
ports from all states gave the toll 
from all accidents as 547. Of these, 
411 were auto deaths and 48 were 
drownings. Miscellaneous acci- 
dents, including plane crashes, 
fires and falls, accounted for 88. 

The traffig total was more than 
100 above the pre-holiday estimate 
of 280 probable deaths made by 
the National Safety Council. 

Actually, Safety Council offi- 
cials said, the count of immediate 
fatalities from accidents probably 
reflected about 60 per cent of the 
eventual cost in terms of life. 
They said, a wave of aftermath 
deaths from thousands of acci- 
dents over the nation probably 
will continue for weels or months. 

The fatalities in an Associated 
Press survey covered the period 
from 6 p.m, (local time) Friday 
to midnight Monday. 

428 Deaths in 1937. 

This year’s Labor day total com- 
pared with the previous high of 
428 over the 1937 Labor day holi- 
day. The record-breaking toll for 
a Labor day weekend followed 
the record high in accidental 
deaths over the 1949 Fourth of 
July three-day holiday when 711 
persons died violently.

California, with 47 deaths, had 
the highest toll of any state over 
the three-day period. Fifteen 
persons died in Missouri, 10 in 
traffic accidents, three by drown- 
cidents. Illinois had 21 fatalities, 
drowning and four from miscel- 
laneous causes.

All Public, Parochial Institutions in St. Louis, 
Most in Suburbs Reopen — Registration 
Occupies Youngsters During First Day of 


Secs than 170,000 school chil- 
dren in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county returned to classes today 
with the reopening of all public 
and parochial schools in the city 
and all parochial and most public 
schools in. the county. 


For pupils returning to the 155 
public elementary schools in the 
city it was only a half-day at 
school, spent in registration and 
in meeting their new teachers. 
Students entering 11 public high 
schools required most of the first 


day back to register and work out 
their class assignments. 

Also resuming classes today are 
two public teachers’ colleges, 74 
Catholic and 23 Lutheran schools 
in the city. 

In St. Louis county, 49 Catholic 
and 18 Lutheran schools reopened 
today, as well as schools in 16 of 
the 23 public school districts hav- 
ing high schools. Pupils in the 
other seven districts will have an 
extra holiday, as classes do not 
resume in two districts until to- 
morrow, one Thursday and four 
next Monday. 

County Districts Listed. 

County districts in which schools 
reopened today are Ritenour, 
Maplewood, Wellston, Hancock, 
West Walnut Manor, Jennings, 
Affton, Riverview Gardens, Bay- 
less, Mehlville, Eureka, Patton- 
ville, Berkeley, Valley Park, Mary- 
land Heights and Kinloch. 

Students in the University City 
and Ferguson districts will return 
to school tomorrow, and those in 
the Normandy district, Thursday. 
Classes will not be resumed until 
Monday in Webster Groves, Kirk- 
wood, Clayton and Brentwood. 

Most county school districts 
which do not have high schools 
reopened today, although in the 
Chesterfield district pupils re- 
sumed school work Aug. 29.

Uiverad a sharp attack on what he 
termed the trend toward “statism” 
in opening the seventy-second na- 
tions: convention of the associa-

people have been victimized by 
catch phrases such as “social jus- 
tice,” “economic equality” and ra- 
_cial equality,” and have been led 
further and further into a welfare

The fundamental concept of 
statism, whether it be commu-

fare state, is to make the citizen 
dependent upon the state for his 
social and economic well-being 
rather than on his own effort and 
ability,” he said. “The citizen, 
‘therefore, is no longer a free man 
and cannot possibly be free under 
Such a philosophy. He may have 
.food and raiment but he will not 
shave freedom.” 

The phrase of the Republic's 
founders, “that all men are cre- 
ated equal,” he said, did not mean 
that all could be assured equal 
mental and physical power and 
Hence an equal social or economic 
Position. An experiment in that 
‘direction in the early days of the 
Massachusetts Colony failed mis-

‘ Yet, “now we have before us

He cited the Supreme Court’s 
decision denying the use of the

area of any other group.” He said, 
“This is, of course, not equality, 
but a claim of superior right to 
invade the privacy of others, if 
one keeps in mind that the cov- 
enants in question are not gov- 
ernmental but only private in 
character and for a reasonably 
limited area?’ 

Holman regarded as significant 
the fact that freedom of individual 
initiative was not included among 
the “Four Freedoms” of the At- 
lantic Charter.

Finally he walked quietly back 
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through the Cohen yard into his 
own house and barricaded him- 
self in his room. . 

On his shop-to-shop killing spree, 
Unruh waked into a barber shop 
and shot down Hoover, who 
giving 2-year-old Thomas Hamil- 
ton a haircut. 

A car crossed the street as Un- 
ruh emerged from a shop. A shot 
resounded and the driver slumped 
in his seat. The car climbed a 
sidewalk. 

Another car stopped for a light. 
Unruh fired three times. Three 
women fell. 

Witnesses said they saw Unruh 
reload the Luger at least three 
times during the shooting. Unruh’s 
Luger holds 10 shots. 

Thompson said Unruh was an 
“incredible shot.” 

He said police found an “ar- 
senal of weapons” in the basement 
of Unruh’s home. Knives, guns 
and other deadly weapons were 
there “by the dozens,” Thompson 
said. 

In the basement was a target 
range and gun-cleaning oil, spare 
parts for guns and a machine for 
refilling bullets. 
| After the shootings, police threw 
a cordon around the neighborhood 
and undertook a house-to-house 
search for any dead or wounded 
who might have been overlooked 
in the excitement. 

“It was just like a battle,” said 
Dominic Latela, 34, who runs a 
frozen food business at 3216 River 
road, 
| “I was in my shop when I heard 
shots and saw a bunch of chil- 
dren run out of the barber shop,” 
Lateta said. “Then one woman 
came out carrying a child. I took 
the child from her and rushed him 
to the hospital. Before I left I 
heard at least 10 more shots.” 

The child died at the hospital. 

Unruh surrendered without a 
word after the tear-gas attack. 

Motorcycle Patrolman Charles 
Hance, who brought Unruh in aft- 
er he gave up, said the veteran 
seemed to be “not affected in any 
way, shape or form.“ 

Hance said he went with Set.

“Wright took the druggist's son 
out of the house and then I went 
downstairs and met Joslin out- 
side. We went around to the back. 
“I called to the man to come 
out,” Hance said. “I told him to 
— * out with his hands up, palms 
out. 

“He came out right away. I 
covered him while Joslin searched 
him. 

“He had a tix-inch penknife and 
a tear gas pencil. 

“He never said a word,” Hance 
related. 

Eyewitnesses — and there were 
hundreds of them—likened the 
peaceful neighborhood to a “scene 
of war.” 

One of those who watched ‘the

ly took time off from his wild 
barrage to lean from the window 
of his room and spit. 

Brother’s Comment.

The National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis reported today 
that about 1000 cases of polio 
have been reported in Missouri 
since Jan. 1. “It is not known 
whether the incidence has passed 
its peak,” the foundation said. 

“Even if the peak is at hand 
or passed, preparations must be 
made to care for at least as many 
more new cases this fall. At this 
time, well over half the counties 
in Missouri have one or more 
cases, with heaviest concentration 
in southern counties and in the 
St. Louis area.” 

In Illinois, Public Health offi- 
cials said the polio outbreak was 
leveling off in the past two weeks 
and they believe it now will start

The peak was reached three 
weeks ago when 353 new cases 
were reported in the state.

economic action. Even the di- 
visions and cleavage that still ex- 
ist—the unfinished business still 
before us—are increasingly bridged 
in our classrooms. My experience 
as president of Columbia Univer- 
sity has fortified my conviction 
that in the welfare of our teach- 
ers, of our whole educational fab- 
ric, we find the welfare of future 
America.” 

Lawyers, he added, had a part 
to play in eradicating false propa- 
ganda from the day-to-day rela- 
tions of labor management. 
“You constitutefa unique body of 
agents and umpires whose counsel 
is needed—and ‘sometimes heeded 
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—by all members of our industrial 
team,” he said. 


“You realize that the interests 
of labor and management in most 
situations are identical. For 
intelligent management certainly 
recognizes the need for maximum 
income to workers, consistent with 
reasonable return on investment. 
With equal clarity, labor cannot 
fail to recognize the need ofr in- 
creasing amounts of risk capital 
to ereviée jobs for our constantly 
growing population.” 

‘Ambush of Catchwords.’ 

Another way in which lawyers 
could help, he suggested, was in 
cleaning out “the ambush of catch- 
words, tags and labels in which 
the plain citizen, including the old 
soldier, is trapped every time he 
considers today’s problems.” 


“How can we appraise a pro- 
posal if the terms hurled at our 
ears can mean anything or noth- 
ing, and change their significance 
with the inflection of the voice?” 
he asked. “Welfare state, national 
socialism, radical, liberal, conserv- 
ative, reactionary and a regiment 
of others—these terms in. today’s 
usage are generally compounds of 
confusion and prejudice. If our 
attitudes are muddled, our lan- 
guage is often to blame. A good 
tonic for clearer thinking is a 
dose of precise legal definition.” 

Labor-Management Unity. 

Calling for unity between labor 
and management for the purpose 
of increasing productivity “that 
alone can better the position of 
labor, of management, of all 
America,” Eisenhower warned 
that no arbitrary or imposed de- 
vice will work. 

“You, however, using your rec- 
ognized positions as guardians of 
the law and counsel to both 
parties in dispute, can work out 
voluntary solutions in our indus- 
trial relations—that now some- 
times appear to be no better than 
a state of armed truce, punctu- 
ated by outbreaks of industrial 
warfare. Such a condition is a 
criminal absurdity, since the par- 
ticipants possess a common stake 
in the prosperity of industry. 


“Moreover, they possess com- 
mon political concepts, social pur- 
pose, economic attitude and, above 
all, identical aspirations for them- 
selves, their families, their coun- 
try. They are Americans—al!.”

hands yesterday for creation of a 
European union with definite 
powers over the governments of 
member countries. 

The 12-nation Assembly voted 
overwhelmingly for a resolution 
declaring that the new Council of 
Europe should be expanded into a 
genuine federal authority. The 
measure—and others adopted by 
the Assembly—go to the Minis- 
terial Committee, the upper house 
of the Council of Europe. The 
Council can only make recom- 
mendations to the member govern- 
ments. It has no real power. 

The vote came after the Assem- 
bly had learned that Winston 
Churchill in a secret memoran- 
dum in October 1942, while Russia 
was a wartime ally, had urged the 
unification of Europe as a barrier 
against “Russian barbarism.” 

Details of the powers the pro- 
posed federal authority would hold 
were left to be worked out later. 

Instruction of People Asked. 

The resolution was on a report 
by the general affairs committee 
calling for real power. The reso- 
lution said the governments should 
undertake systematic “instruction 
of the great mass of the people, 
pointing out to them the undeni- 
able advantages of union for 
Europe, and at the same time, the 
dangers inherent in national iso- 
lation.” 

The Assembly also established a 
28-man steering committee, or lit- 
tle assembly, under Belgium's 
Paul-Henri Spaak as chairman to 
conduct its business On a perma- 
nent year-round basis. It further 
voted for a series of resolutions 
enlarging its own authority, par- 
ticularly in fixing its own agenda, 
and approved the economic pro- 
gram it had adopted point by 
point over the weekend. 

The vote on the economic pro- 
gram was 80 to 2, with two Irish 
delegates in the minority. The 
program calls for an economic 
union, creation of a tariff prefer- 
ence area which in effect would 
extend the British empire’s pref- 
erential trade system to the 12 
countries of Europe and their em- 
pires, and dispatch of a special 
delegation to Washington to ob- 
tain American acquiescence in the 
lan. 

. Harold Macmillan, British Con- 
servative, read the memorandum 
sent by Churchill in 1942 to the 
British war cabinet. Other Con- 
servative sources said a copy Was 
sent to President Roosevelt at the 
White House. 

In his note, Churchill said he 
hoped for a “Council of Europe” 
and ultimately a United States of 
Europe which would minimize 
travel and other barriers. The 
Council of Europe finally was the 
name adopted for the present or- 
ganization meeting here. 

Admission of Reich Sought. 

Macmillan produced the Church- 
ill memorandum in urging speedy 


consideration of the admission of 
i western Germany at the Assem- 


bly’s next session. He suggested 
that the Assembly use its new 
human rights charter as a stand- 
ard for admitting new members, 
and mentioned the Saar and Aus- 
tria as other possible candidates 
for membership. 

Macmillan pointed out that the 
note showed Churchill’s views 
were not “based on recent or op- 
portunist decisions.” British Labor 
party members have been charg- 
ing that Churchill has been using 
European unity as a domestic po- 
litical issue. 

He said Churchill wrote his 
memo at one of the darkest peri- 
ods in the Allied war effort, a 
month before the Allied landings 
in North Africa, and at a time 
when the Russian armies were 
backed up against: the Caucasus 
mountains and when the British 
were having a difficult time in 
the African desert. 

Conservatives said Churchill had 
only recently discovered the ap- 
parently forgotten memorandum 
while going through his personal 
papers. 

Text of Churchill Memo. 

Following is the text of the 
Churchill memorandum: 

“I must admit that my thoughts 
rest primarily in Europe—the re- 
vival of the glory of Europe, the 
parent continent of the modern 
nations and of civilization. It 
would be a measureless disaster if 
Russian barbarism overlaid the 
culture and independence of the 
ancient states of Europe. 

“Hard as it is to say now, I 
trust that the European family 
may act unitedly as one under a 
Council of Europe. I look forward 
to a United States of Eurepe in 
which the barriers between the na- 
tions will be greatly minimized 
and unrestricted travel will be 
possible. | 

“I hope to see the economy of 
Europe studied as a whole. I 
hope to see a council consisting of 
perhaps 10 units, including the for- 
mer great powers. 

“Of course we shall have to work 
with the Americans in many ways, 
and in the greatest ways, but 
Europe is our prime care. 
Swedes, Norwegians, Danes Dutch, 
Belgians, Frenchmen, Spaniards, 
Poles Czechs and Turks will have 
their burning questions, their de- 
sire for our aid and their very 
great power of making their voices 
heard, It would be easy to dilate 
upon these themes. Unhappily the 
war has prior claims on our atten- 
tion.” 

In other actions, the Assembly 
urged establishment of a Euro- 
pean cultural center, to promote 
circulation of printed matter and 
the exchange of students and pro- 
fessors, and recommended setting 
up of a European university. 
French sources said the city of 
Nancy is being considered as a 


possible site.

ED China faces a major economic crisis. Natural disasters, the 
Kuomintang blockade, civil war devastation and the confusion 
of political readjustment are contributing causes, 


but Many 


Communist economic policies, motivated primarily by political rather 
than economic considerations, are intensifying the hardships which 
this crisis imposes on ordinary people. 


The future character of the 
Communist government in China 
will undoubtedly be influenced by 
the way the economic crisis is 
handled. 

Food is the dominating problem 
in the lives of millions of Chinese. 
Even in good years China cannot 
feed its population, and many 
starve. This is a bad year. Before 
the year is over, thousands and 
perhaps millions will have starved, 

Natural calamities including a 
major drouth, hail and pests in 
the spring and serious floods in 
the summer have reduced agri- 
cultural production to a low level. 

In some areas the probable crop 
is estimated to be only 30 per cent 
or less of that in good years. 

Land Policy Reduces Output. 

China’s -normal food imports 
from abroad have been cut off, 
not only by the blockade, but as 
a matter of Government policy to 
conserve foreign exchange for 
“more vital” imports. 

The short-run effect of land re- 
distribution in many places has 
been a lowering of agricultural 
output, because farmers are often 
reluctant to sow what they may 
not be allowed to reap. 

Heavy grain requisitions to sup- 
port the Communists’ armies of 
three to four million men in many 
areas have not only stripped the 
countryside of food surpluses but 
have eaten into subsistence stocks. 

The Communists recognize that 
economic rehabilitation and re- 
construction are the largest and 
most important problems facing 
their government. Despite the 
present critical and worsening 
conditions, however, they seem 
more concerned with initiating 
long-run policies than in concen- 
trating on pressing immediate 
problems. 

Regarding food, for example, 
this year they have carried out 
an extensive program of encour- 
aging the planting of agricultural 
raw materials, such as cotton and 
peanuts, to increase their self- 
sufficiency despite the fact that 
this makes their most serious 
problem, that of food supply, even 
more critical. They have also 
traded some Manchurian food for 
Soviet industrial supplies, thereby 
increasing the over-all national 
food deficit. 

Industrialization Program. 


Primary emphasis in the whole 
— program of the Chinese 
Communists at present is on in- 
dustrialization. 

Communist leaders have re- 
cently proposed Utopian goals for 
this program, saying they plan to 
make the Chinese economy 30 to 
40 per cent industrial in ten to 
fifteen years. 

Unreslistic plans for building 
heavy industry appear in much of 
their propaganda. Communist 
leaders seem to have little under- 
standing, however, of the tremen- 
dous amount of capital equipment 
needed for such industrialization 
and no one has revealed where 
large amounts of capital can be 
obtained. 

The Chinese Communists are 
generally suspicious of close eco- 
nomic relations with any coun- 
tries outside of the Soviet bloc. 
They have a phobia about “west- 
ern imperialism,” which in their 
minds includes “normal econom- 
ic relations” ‘as they are under- 
stood in the West. 3 

As a consequence, the Commu- 
nists are following policies which, 
unless changed, will gradually iso- 
jate them from much of the in- 
ternational economy, and ‘the 
whole trend in their thinking 
seems to point toward increasing 
autarchy — self-suffiency — even 
though China is in no position to 
attempt extreme “economic inde- 


There is a tremendous contrast 
between the grandiose plans and 
the actual inescapable poverty of 
the Government. While the Gov- 
ernment talks about building an 
automotive industry out of thin 
air it is forced, on a practical 
level, to out an economy 
program in Government agencies 
by encouraging employes to save 
paper, make their own glue and 
ink, and reduce the use of elec- 


“new democracy,” 

economy, during an 
transitional period “between

The Communists, in any area 
which comes under their control, 
immediately take over all “bureau- 
cratic capital,” which includes util- 
ities and most large-scale industry. 
This is merely a transfer of con-

ment, to the bureaus of the new. 


government. 
This is in line with the thinking 
of most Chinese, including non- 
Communists, who accept the idea 
of socialization in large-scale en- 
terprises. 

Communists Extend Control. 


The Communists have —— 
their field of ownership and con- 
trol far beyond this, however, and 
are becoming well intrenched in 
all industrial fields, including light 
consumer goods and processing 
industries. 


Economic and financial difficul- 
ties in the remaining private in- 
dustries have forced them to rely 
more and more on government aid. 
Thus they have gradually been 
forced to submit to a large degree 
of government control and super- 
vision relating to producton, prices, 
wages and profits. 

Government monopolies have 
been set up in many fields, and 


government control of raw ma- 
terials and markets reduces the 
independence of private entrepre- 
neurs. Price competition by govern- 
ment industries and agencies puts 
private business men and produc- 
ers in a difficult position, even 
when the government is concerned 
with price stabilization rather than 
eliminating private competitors. 

The Government is even extend- 
ing its direct operations into the 
retail field. Large Government- 
run food, retail and department 
stores and Government-supervised 
co-operatives are gradually in- 
creasing their share of small busi- 
ness. This is particularly true in 
Manchuria, but is also growing 
elsewhere. N 

Government Trading Firms. 

Huge Government trading com- 
panies, organized on a regional 
basis, are taking over an increas- 
ingly large share of domestic 
trade, These companies buy food 
and raw materials in the country 
and manufactured goods in the 
cities and exchange them on a 
barter basis. 

Trade between the major geo- 
graphical regions in the country 
is already being monopolized to a 
considerable degree by bureau- 
cratic organizations of this sort. 

In one recent barter arrange- 
ment, for example, the North 
China Trading Co. exchanged 
cloth, yarn, kerosene, gasoline, 
caustic soda and glass for 1,000,000 
pounds of cotton, 1,000,000 pounds 
of peanut oil and 2,000,000 pounds 
of tobacco from the Central China 
Trading Co. 

Similar inter-regional barter ar- 
rangements are being made all the 
time between state trading organi- 
zations.

T IS unlikely that the Washington talks about the British mon- 
etary crisis, whatever their outcome, will have any decisive bearing 
on Britain’s domestic politics, or that they will precipitate a gen- 
This is the consensus of both Conservative 


and Labor party leaders that I polled in London. 


If anything, recent tough talk 
from the United States in criti- 
cism of Britain has tended to 
unite the British and to strength- 
en the arm of Ernest Bevin, Sir 
Stafford Cripps and the Labor 
Government in their efforts to 
seek remedies for Britain’s de- 
pleted gold reserve. 


It is symptomatic that a crowd 
of several hundred gathered at 
No. 10 Downing street to cheer 
Sir Stafford as he made final 
preparations for his trip to the 
United States. 

It is symptomatic, too, that the 
influential Don Iddon, in the anti- 
Socialist London Daily Mail, felt 
impelled to defend the Labor Gov- 
ernment, Iddon, writing from New 
York, talked about “the dreadful 
hand-rubbing of smug (American) 
reactionaries who, sitting in their 
treasure house of dollars, chant: 
has FB 5 you so—socialism won't 
Work.“ 


“Obscene Wallowing.“ 


These people,“ he adds, want 
to see Labor Britain wrecked and 
ruined. During the last few days, 
the chorus of hate has got louder. 
There are sneers and jibes at the 
Socialist sick man. Blaming so- 
cialism is one thing, and no doubt 
the right thing, but this wallow- 
ing in Britain’s travail is obscene, 
More of this vilification could 
turn even a bright blue British 
Tory into a Red.” 

President Truman took direct 
and timely notice of such mutual 
name-calling in his Philadelphia 
speech when he paid tribute to 
Britain’s war sacrifices and laid 
down four basic principles for the 
monetary talks. The one most 
pertinent, so far as Britain's do- 
mestic politics are concerned, is 
the fourth, in which he said that 
the democratic nations are not 
proposing to interfere with one 
another’s internal policies. Though 
neither Labor nor Conservatives 
in Britain would deliberately ap- 
peal for votes on the basis of 
anti-American prejudice, Tru- 
man’s statement poured oil on 
very troubled waters. 

The Washington talks, though 
they may produce palliatives to re- 


duce a solution for the underlying 
difficulties between the doller and 
sterling areas. The rep: cussions 
of two world wars have shattered 
the whole nineteenth century pat- 
tern of world trade and economic 
relationships. 


Extent of Chances. 


Britain, once the great creditor 
nation, is now a debtor. Germany, 
in 1914 an emergent challenger of 
British supremacy, is a war dev- 
astated cripple. Russia has clanged 
down the Iron Curtain to shut 
off its vast empire from the re- 
mainder of the world. China, once 
a great outlet for British products, 
has gone Communist. And the 
United States, no, the first power 
of the West, has not yet found the 
implements to redress the bal 
ances so tortured by the convul- 
sions of the twentieth century. 


Under the circumstances, Cripps 
will do well if he can bring back 
to London some short-term med- 
icine to stanch the flow of Brit- 
ain’s gold reserve, which is almost 
sure to show a further drop when 
the next quarterly statement ig 
made next month. 


Just how this is to be done will 
test to the fullest the wisdom of 
all the men meeting in Washing- 
ton. There can be no real cure 
by the quack remedy of increasing 
the price of gold from its present 
price of $35 an ounce, or by de- 
valuing the pound. For Britain te 
accept the latter measure would 
be a humiliating personal defeat 
for Cripps, for he has steadfastly 
opposed it, in the face of strong 
British and American opinion to 
the contrary. 


In any case, lacking some un- 
foreseen and catastrophic event of 
the near future, there is not likely 
to be a general election this fall,

There is, of course, some dissent 
from this point of view.

With the American Bar Association in conven- 
tion here, St. Louis will get a good look at the 
legal profession of the United States.

But this desire for self- 
improvement will be scored to the bar's credit. 
Certainly, people no longer believe as Shake- 
speare did that all lawyers should be killed. 

The profession has long been a crowded one. 
Standards for admission have been low. Even 
now, Georgia and Arkansas have no educational 
standards for those who would plead at the bar. 
So it has been easy for none too ethical practi- 
tioners to establish themselves. But these con- 
ditions already have greatly improved. Most 
states have raised fairly high standards. Legal 
education has made great sfrides, especially in 
such schools as Harvard, Chicago, Yale and Co- 
lumbia. And local bar associations are doing a 
better job of disciplining their members. 

The association is concerned about fees. Regi- 
nald Heber Smith of Boston, whois in charge of 
the profession’s self-analysis, believes there may 
be debate about the state’s duty to provide ade- 
quate medical care. But he has no doubts about 
its obligation to make sure that justice is done, 
whether a man can pay the cost or not. So im- 
provements in the quality of legal aid available 
to those in the lower income brackets may be 
expected. 

According to a Fortune survey, perhaps the 
major reason why some people do not have full 
confidence in the profession lies in the finding 
that its members are much more conservative 
than the average citizen. A profession devoted 
to precedent necessarily has a conservative cast. 
But no fair man will forget that while the law 
had its Liberty Leaguers, it also had its New 
Dealers. Most social and economic advances 
have come by way of law. If lawyers did nwt in- 
spire all progress, they certainly drafted and 
administered the. laws which gave it force. 

The law continues to be one of the great pro- 
fessions. Its function is the orderly resolving of 
conflicts. Social order is impossible without it. 
While some members of the bar may be little 
more than specialized pleaders, others are social 
philosophers. From its ranks have come the 
great law-makers and the great judges. Without 
them, the Western concept of individual libé?ty 
could not be what it is today. The roster of the 
profession’s great names is not closed. 

The fact that the profession is concerned 
about its repute is the best proof that it has a 
healthy vitality, and that the great majority of 
its members believe with Justice Rutledge that 
the law must serve human needs.

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Mr. Olds vs. Mr. Kerr 


Leland Olds, a distinguished member of the 
Federal Power Commission, has worked more 
than two months without salary, not knowing 
whether he has a job or not. His term of office, 
as Marquis Childs re-tells the story today, ex- 
pired in June. He has been renominated but a 
few men in Congress have vowed to block con- 
firmation, and so far they have succeeded. 

Mr. Olds’ offense is his unbroken record of 
zeal in the protection of the public. His chief 
enemy is Senator Kerr of Oklahoma. 

Senator Kerr has large and lucrative invest- 
ments in natural gas wells. He is trying to free 
his own business from any public control. Mr. 
Olds is as resolutely for federal regulation of 
gas prices. So Mr. Kerr has declared that he is 
after Mr. Olds’ official scalp. 

It is hard to find anything but avarice in Mr. 
Kerr’s purpose. Ending the control of gas prices 
at the wells would largely defeat the regulation 
of pipeline and distributing companies. It would 
make more than 35,000,000 consumers pay what- 
ever Mr. Kerr and his friends decided the traffic 
would bear. And, as Representative Sullivan of 
St. Louis said in the House debate on the Kerr 
bill, the producers were charging nearly twice as 
much before the FPC took control as they 
charged after. 

The gas producers are making fine profits at 
today’s regulated prices, yet the House has voted 
to exempt them from regulation and the Kerr 
crowd has the brass to urge President Truman 
to withdraw Olds’ nomination. Mr. Truman has 
indicated he will do no such thing. This coun- 
try has come to a sorry pass if a few self-servers 
in Congress can put over a ripper bill to take 
involuntary tributé from millions.

South Carolina has ‘282 children of school 
age for each 1000 population. Connecticut has 
only 174 per 1000. In Connecticut each school 
child had 38630 behind him in income from 
wages and salaries. In South Carolina each 
school child had only $2621 in income backing. 
South Carolina spent $2.17 each $100 of income 
on public schools. Connecticut spent only $1.46 
per $100. Yet in the end Connecticut provided 
an average of $174 per public school pupil and 
South Carolina only $73.

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Britain’s Unions on the Spot 

Great Britain is about to learn whether its 
unionized workers can make statesmanlike de- 
cisions or whether they have their minds set 
only on immediate personal gains. 

The Labor Government, which depends large- 
ly on the unionists’ votes, has decided that wages, 
prices and taxes must be kept where they are. 
Further, it is urging harder work to increase 
production. In the British Government’s opin- 
ion, the economic crisis demands such a policy. 


Individual union members, however, would 
like higher wages and lower prices and lower 
taxes. That’s natural enough among a people 
which has lived so long on the austerity level. 
The question, however, is whether these human 
desires now will be set aside in the face of the 
knowledge that it is essential to continue on 
the austerity level. 

The heads of the Trades Union Congress, an 
organization roughly similar to the American 
Federation of Labor, have already come out in 
support of the Government. But the TUC Gen- 
eral Council now must sell this stand to some 
8,000,000 ran and file members of its constit- 
uent unions.

ion, for instance, about the bad work at 
Yalta, though the explanation of why the 
Chinese were not told of the deal right 
away—namely, out of fear that the Japa- 
nese would be informed—is well founded. 


Even the trustful United States Navy in- 
telligence, which ran Operation Friendship 
in China in wartime, is now aware that 
secret intelligence relayed to Chiang Kai- 
shek’s head of the secret service, Tai Li, 
was re-relayed to the Japanese with the 
same facility which marked the consign- 
ment of American arms through the Na- 
tionalist lines to the Chinese Communists. 

Some explanations merely explain, but 
don’t persuade. For instance, the fact that 
Russia could gobble up Manchuria anyway 
is no reason for anticipating the theft by 
making it legal. However, the record is a 
praiseworthy aid to public knowledge. 

What is not praiseworthy is the post- 
mortem effort to keep up the smearing of 
the State Department when the delicate 
situation in the Far East requires a united 
quest for a sensible American policy. Don 
Quixote is the hero of jhe White Paper, 
but he is equally the hero of the congres- 
sional critics of the State Department. And 
the critics are the more culpable because, 
with the benefit of the White Paper, they 
ought to know better. This is something 
apart from the impropriety from the pub- 


lic point of view of calling the sincere pub- 


lic servants who are administering China 
policy, knaves as well as fools—a more. or 
less daily practice that goes back to 1945.

A HISTORY OF PALESTINE, by James Parkes. (On 
ford University Press, New York, Ni pgs., $5.00.) 
Dr. Parkes, an Englishman, educated at 

Oxford, is probably best remembered for 
his book, “The Jewish Problem in the Mod- 
ern World,” a revised edition of which ap- 
peared in 1946. This was followed in 1948 
by “Judaism and Christianity,” and now we 
have this factual history of Palestine from 
135 A.D. to the present time. The author 
has spared no pains in digging up informa- 
tion about a country that for some time 
now has been of topical interest as a cen- 
ter of conflict and uncertainty. The book 
contains a score or more of maps illustrat- 
ing the political divisions of the country 
from ancient times to the present. 

At the outset we are reminded that the 
geographical position of the land on the 
Mediterranean seacoast between Asia and 
Africa has meant that when these valleys 
were in possession of different empires, 
Palestine was a bridge between them, 
along which passed 
the influences of cul- 
ture, the wealth of 
caravans, or the 
armies of war and 
occu As a re- 
sult the history of 
the country is never 
merely the story of 
the people who dwell 
in it. Its history 
cannot be under- 
stood without refer- 
ence to the conquests

If, 
as now seems probable, the Sen- 
ate does not act before adjourn- 
ment, the President will almost 
certainly give Olds a recess ap- 
pointment and he will go back to 
work after an enforced and pay- 
less vacation of several months.

DR. RALPH R. PARKER DIES; 
DISCOVERER OF FEVER VACCINE 


HAMILTON, Ont., Sept. 5 (AP) 
—Dr; Ralph R. Parker, co-discov- 
erer of a vaccine for Rocky Moun- 
tain spotted fever, died Sunday of 
a heart attack. He was 61 years 
old. 

Parker, director of the National 
Institute of Health’s Rocky Moun- 
tain laboratory, had been ill only 
a few hours. 

He was one of two United States 
Public Health Service researchers 
who started out in 1922 to trap 


the wood tick that was carrying 
Rocky Mountain spotted fever. 
The relatively rare disease, known 
in almost all the states, had a 
normal death rate of one in five 


A new $300,000 residence hall cases in 1945. 


Parker and Dr. R. R.. Spencer 


started the now-famous laboratory 
in an abandoned schoolhouse in 
this little Montana community. 


Eventually they produced a vac- 
cine, with which they first suc- 
cessfully inoculated themselves. 
By 1940 more than 455,000 injec- 
tions had been given. Today the 
shots are standard protection in 
tick areas. 

Recently, researchers at the lab- 
oratory have sought new medi- 
cines to fight such diseases as 
tularemia and yellow fever. 


CHARLES KELLOGS, FAMED 
IMITATOR OF BIRDS, DIES 


MORGAN HII, Calif., Sept. 6 
(AP) — Charles Kllogg. who could 
imitate almost any bird and put 
out flames with his voice through 
a locked door, died Sunday night 
at his ranch, Ever Ever Land. 
He was 80 years old. 

Kellogg’s larynx had been de- 
clared more like a bird’s than a 
human’s. He could produce at will 
high frequency tones that would 
extinguish a two-foot gas flame or 
start an automobile equipped with 
a sound-sensitive starter 10 miles 
away with his radiocast voice.

WILDCAT STRIKES 


IMPERIL LABORITE 
RULE, BRITONSAYS 


Trades Unions Leader 
Warns Annual Con- 
gress Acts May Cost 
Party Next Election. 


LONDON, Sept. 6 (AP) — Sir 
Will Lawther, president of the 


British Trades Union Congress, | 


warned workers yesterday that 
wildcat strikes could cost the La- 
bor party the next election. 

Lawther told the Eighty-first 
TUC annual meeting at Bridling- 
ton: 

“Let us not delude ourselves. 
Th: behavior, the misguided ac- 
tion of a section of our people, 
trade unionists, is having the 


same effect as the partisah, mis- 


chief-making 
statesmen. 
“We can be quite sure that the 


speeces of Tory 


claim of the Labor Government to 
a renewal of its mandate in the 
coming general election will not 
be sustained by a majority of 
the electors if trade unionists set 
their sectional interests against 
the common weal.” 


Lawther cited the unofficial 
dock strike which tied up the port 
of London for three weeks in June 
and July. He blamed Communist 
agitation for that. 

He said workers who permit 
themselves to be “deceived and 
misled” by Communists are “play- 
ing into the hands of those who 
| seek to subvert our trade union 
organization.“ 

“In our trade union policy and 
practice the time has come to say 
that unofficial strikes must be 
outlawed,” he said. “Union dis- 
cipline must be enforced against 
those who promote, organize and 
lead undédfficial strikes. Those who 
advocate them, those who engage 
in them, are guilty of a gross be- 
trayal of the real interests of the 
workers.“ 


The congress approved the ac- 
tion of its genera] council in with- 
drawing from the Communist- 
dominated World Federation of 
Trade Unions last year. Delegates 
representing 6,248,000 union mem- 
bers supported the council. Dele- 
gates voting for 1,017,000 members 
opposed the withdrawal. 


“We cannot continue in associa- 
tion with a slave trade union 
mentality which would harness us 
to the same tenets and the same 
painful future,” Arthur Deakin, a 
former president of the WFTU, 
told the convention.

He went on to explain: 

“An economic revolution has 
been going on in the world since 
1914, but it has been blurred by 
two wars. After the Kaiser and 
then after Hitler, we assumed that 
reconstruction would be quick and 
that trade would be restored to a 
prewar basis. 

“Actually, however, restoration 
was impossible. Between 1914 and 
1939 the United States had de- 
veloped at an amazing rate. We 
built a powerful industrial ma- 
chine, improved our agricultural 
techniques, and in general out- 
stripped Britain, France, Ger- 
many, and other industrial na- 
tions. We became independent 
and self-sufficient. World War II 
accelerated the trend. 

“If there had not been two 
world wars, American supremacy 
in world markets might have de- 
veloped more slowly, but still it 
would have developed. Other na- 
tions have neither our natural re- 
sources nor our know-how for 
competition in world markets. And 
they can’t get them overnight. 

“Don’t ask me how to solve the 


problem. All I can do is to state 
it! However, as a prelude to any 


solution, the United States must | 


become import-minded. We have 
to accept our status as a creditor 
nation. We have to lower tariffs; 
we have to be willing to buy from 
abroad. By the same token, Euro- 
peans must learn to sell in this 
market. They have to make the 
kind of goods we want to buy. 
Maybe what they need is to try 
American market research tech- 
niques on the American market.” 


Depression After 1952? 
The long-run consequences of 
the present conferences are quite 
clear: 


During the war, this country ex- 
panded its agricultural plant. We 
became the granary of the anti- 
Hitler world. Possibly we can cut 
back wheat production to domestic 
requirements as after World War 
I, but if the South is to prosper, 
either we .oust still export large 
quantities of cotton or tobacco or 
the Southern economy must go 
through a drastic readjustment. 
Thus United States agricultural re- 
conversion is far from completed. 


And our heavy goods indus- 
tries, which have been exporting 
South America and western 
Europe, have become dependent 
on — adjusted to — large-scale 
foreign business. Any serious 
derangement in the export mar- 
ket would be certain to produce 
domestic disemployment and de- 
pression, 

Thus, though the Washington 
conference is directed to Britain’s 
immediate dollar deficit, it must 
also find a long-term solution to 
this country’s historical imbalance 
in trade: too few imports. 


Our industrial crisis will come 
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when Marshall Pian ald expires 

in 1952 unless we find — 
of importing more. We dort * 
as some persons suggest, to 

port less. 

Indeed, Britain's recent efforts 
to cut dollar purchases, runs 
counter to America's interest. We 
want to continue to sell, but we 
can’t if other nations won't buy. 
The way for Britain, for the 
world, is not to curb international 
trade but to increase it! not to 
reduce purchases in this market, 
but to expand sales. 

That road leads to economic ex- 
pansion and free trade. The other 
way leads to barter, quotas, and 
constriction.

Herbert V. Evatt, president of the 
United Nations General Assembly, 
said today he does not plan to 
attend the Assembly meeting open- 
ing in New York Sept. 20.

FOREST HILLS, N. T., Sept. 6 
(Ap)— Richard (Pancho) Gon- 
ales of Los Angeles still is the 
amateur tennis champion of the 
United States—but it is extremely 
doubtful that Pancho will remain 
simon-pure very long, or that he 
will be back next year to defend 
the title. 

At the moment, Pancho isn’t 
talking. He's too happy over the 
amazing comeback he made in the 
finals of the national tournament 
yesterday to discuss his plans for 
the future. 

Two sets down and facing what

-year-old champion brought his 
game to a peak to overhaul Ted 
Schroeder of La Crescenta, Calif., 
16-18, 2-6, 6-1, 6-2, 6-4. 

That hill triumph, achieved 
before a packed, screaming throng 
of 13,000, probably will be worth 
many thousands of dollars to Pan- 
cho in the years to come.

Asked if that would 
be his last as an amateur, Pancho 
merely grinned. Kramer said there | 
would be no announcement on the | 
new pro lineup for several weeks. |

(The United Press reported 
that Kramer admitted Pancho’s 
services would cost a “mint,” but 
that he’d be worth it.) 

But it’s a good guess that when 
Kramer opens his 1950 tour, the 
man across the net will be Gon- 
gales, and Riggs’s opponent in the 
same setup just might be old 
Frankie Parker, who progressed 
to the semi-finals of this tourna- 
ment before being ousted by Gon- 
zales.

Foreign Trade Dealt Blow.

Many private traders are being 
forced out of business or com- 
pelled to work for the Government 
on a commission basis at a regu- 
‘lated profit which is hardly worth 
bothering about. 

The volume of trade has dropped 
very low. One reason for this 
is the Kuomintang 
which has been fairly effective, 
especially in stopping coastal 
trade even though it was ridiculed 
at first.

Furthermore, by pushing long- 
range policies with politico-eco- 
nomic objectives the Commu- 
nists are tending to ignore, and 
in some cases actually compli- 
cate, critica} short-range eco- 
nomic problems. As a result the 
coming year will be a tough 
one economically for the com- 
mon people in China. | 

This fact will undoubtedly

In the long run, therefore, 
most Chinese can be expected to 
approve or disapprove of the 
Communist government mainly 
on the basis of the economic sit- 
uation. 


Unorganized popular unrest and 
discontent will grow as economic 
pressures increase, but the Com- 
munists may react to this in 
either of two ways. They may 
modify their policies under public 
pressure or they may institute 
tighter political controls to force 
their policies through and keep 
the situation in hand.

summer. At No. 10 Downing street, 
Philip Jordan, secretary to Attlee, 
said he had no idea when the elec- 
tion would take place, and he 
added that in all probability Attlee 
himself has no fixed notion. 

I have been informed by one 
of the Labor party’s high board 
of strategy that all consideration 
of the matter had been deferred 
to a certain . unspecified fixed 
date. It is, of course, the pre- 
rogative of the party in power to 
make the decision. 

The time most often mentioned 
for the test, which in any event 
must come by Aug. 21, 1950, is 
the month of May. By that time— 
again assuming no catastrophe oc- 
curs—the voters will have forgot- 
ten the possible rigors of winter 
coal rationing, they will in all 
probability have received an in- 
crease in meat allotments and, ac- 
cording to Labor party tacticians, 
they will be in a holiday spring 
mood. The weather will be suit- 
able for big open-air meetings and 
for the kind of door-to-door or- 
ganizing of which Labor—lacking 
in big campaign funds—depends 
for success. 

Those who argue against a gen- 
eral election this fall point out 
that, if it were being considered 
by the Labor party, such door-to- 
organizing would already 
have begun. 

Laborite Predicts Success. 


Morgan Phillips, the Jim Farley 
of the Labor party, with whom I 
have talked twice in the last two 
months, says Labor will be re- 
turned to power. He bases this 
view—and he prides himself on 
his prowess as a political prophet 
—on many factors. One of them 
is the fact that, since 1945, when 
Labor won its sweeping victory, 
it has carried every by-election 
for seats in the House of Com- 
mons—34 in all. This is unpre- 
cedented in British politics. While 
Labor has lost elections for local 
officials in the same period, Phil- 
lips points out that it still has 
2000 more local seats than it had 
before 1945. 

When Labor goes to the country 
to seek a vote of confidence, it 
will do so on the basis, first, that 
the party has fulfilled the pledges 
made to the people in 1945 and, 
second, that it is more competent 
to deal with present-day problems 
than the Conservatives. 


In this connection, I put to a 
member of the I beral party the 
direct question: 

“Assuming you do not vote your 
own party ticket, would you vote 
Labor or Conservative and why?” 

He answered: 

“I would vote Labor because it 


has a constructive program, and 

I would vote against the Con- 
servatives because they have only 
a negative program.” 


Conservatives Optimistic 


At Conservative party headquar- 
ters, there is a feeling that the 
tide is turning in its favor. The 
Conservatives continue to hammer 
away at Labor’s nationalization 
policies, at the government’s- 
“reckless, extravagant and unnec- 
essary spending of public money,” 
at high taxes and at what they 
contend is the throttling of free 
enterprise and private initiative. 
In a speech last week, J. P. L. 
Thomas, vice chairman of the Con- 
servative party, said at Hereford: 


“Every loyal Conservative will 
give his best wishes for success 
to Sir Stafford Cripps and Mr. 
Bevin on their visit to Washington, 
and all patriots will hope that the 
British delegation will win what 
certain sections of the American 
press have described as “the battle 
of the pound.’ But one cannot fail 
to think how much better it would 
have been if this battle had not 
had to be fought at all. 


“It is, of course, fully realized 
that post-war Britain found her- 
self in a very difficult position as 
regards her ability to pay for the 
food and raw materials which are 
essential to support the export 
trade which is our livelihood. In 
the immediate postwar years, it 
was very easy to sell anything in 
a seller’s market, but now Great 
Britain is faced with the cold 
blast of world competition and in 
order to sell our goods we must 
sell them cheaply. 


“But how can we sell them 
cheaply when our costs of pro- 
duction exceed those of most 
other countries, owing to the high 
rate of taxation which, has to 
support not only the incompetent 
administration of the Socialists, 
but also, the impractical theory of 
nationalization, which for months 
past has fulfilled Conservative 
predictions to the effect that it 
would not work?” 


How do the people themselves 
feel about the contending fac- 
tions? 

A recent survey of public opin- 
ion conducted by Picture Post in 
60 parliamentary constituencies 
showed that: Of those who would 
vote, 45 per cent said they would 
vote Labor, 45 Conservative, and 
10 per cent Liberal. There are 
still, however, 17 per cent of all 
the people asked who have not 
yet decided, or are not intending 
to vote at all. This coincides with 
the view of most political analysts 
that the forthcoming general elec- 
tion will be a horse race.

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‘| rugs that would find a ready mar- 


peasants in one of China's most 
backward counties in the far 
northwest near the border of Mon- 
golia. 

The story was told here by rep- 
resentatives of the Chinese-Amer- 
ican Joint Commission on Rural 
Reconstruction who evacuated 
Kansu province before the ad- 
vance of Chinese Communist 
armies. 

Their experience illustrates some 
of the problems of helping a back- 
ward society such as China's. 

The China mission of ECA and 
its sister organization, the Joint 
Commission on Rural Reconstruc- 
tion, first went to work on the 
northwest last January. Two 
Americans, one Swede and sev- 
eral Chinese specialists were dis- 
patched to the northwest to dis- 
tribute United States — donated 
medical supplies and investigate 
the opportunities for assisting 
rural development. They eventu- 
ally establish their base in the 
mud-walled town of Chingtai, 120 
miles north of Lanchow, capital 
of Kansu province. 

Primitive Conditions. 

When this JCRR team arrived 
in Chingtai they found children 
of primary school age playing 
half-naked in the open in tempera- 
tures that reached 30 degrees be- 
low zero. Like their parents, most 
of these younsters had never 
heard of sanitation. 

The life of the community 

moved in a dreary pattern marked 
by spring planting of crops on 
poorly farmed land and waiting 
for rain and sun to produce a 
harvest. Children of poorer fam- 
ilies contracted to work in shal- 
low-pit coal mines nearby. The 
system of farming left the peas- 
ants idle much of the year and 
yielded an income that permitted 
only a marginal existence. 
In the Chingtai area JCRR had 
decided upon a project to revive 
the rug-weaving industry which in 
ancient days had supplied the im- 
perial court in Peiping with world- 
famous Chinese carpets. During 
the last two decades the industry 
had gone under. Weavers had be- 
gun to produce rugs that were in- 
ferior in quality and design and 
thereby lost their foreign market. 
JCRR reasoned that if rug- 
weaving could be re-established on 
a profitable basis, community in- 
come would increase with the em- 
ployment of otherwise idle men 
and women and a market would 
be created for the excellent carpet 
wool from the northwest. 

Weaving School Set Up. 

In Lanthow, Chingtai and the 
Alashan Mongol banner capital of 
Ting Yuan Ying, the JCRR team 
recruited old expert weavers who 
had neglected their art for years. 
They were put to work in a com- 
bined school and weaving center 
in Chingtal to teach their trade 


taken in as students and paid to 
learn. The Americans supplied 
the weavers with new designs for 


ket abroad. 
Films Are Sensation. 

The film strips were well worn 
and the villagers did not under- 
stand much of the Mandarin dia- 
logue but they made their own 
running commentary.

“Ah, look at them“ — middle west- 
ern farmers— look how clean they 
are.“.

Volunteer Labor 


OLUNTEER labor is that 

which a person does out of the 

kindness of his heart without 
first waiting for orders. The only 
reward he asks is the pleased sur- 
prise caused by seeing the work 
done. 

But all too often volunteer labor 
involves mistaking flowers for 
weeds and sweeping them down 
with a sickle or scythe. It leads 
to confusion in applying sprays 
and in consequence, dousing the 
apple trees with what is guaran- 
teed to kill poison ivy, while at- 
tacking the poison ivy wjth liquid 
supposed to free the apple trees 


of bugs. 
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VOLUNTEER LABOR has a 
superb opportunity to express it- 
self in mixing paint. There is little 
chance the paint, when so mixed, 
will attain the shade desired by 
the person for whom the mixing 
is done. 

Volunteer labor is not shackled 
by exact measurements. It scoffs, 
at recipes, formulas, stakes, 
strings, levels and plumb lines. 
The result therefore invariably is 
too thick or too thin, too strong 
or too weak; what is supposed to 
describe a curve tends to run ina 
straight line and what is supposed 
to run in a straight line describes 
a curve.

HEN we want to set a good habit in children, we begin 

early. What a child learns when he is young stays with 

him when he is old. It is the early memories, the first 
habits, that go down to old age. That is why it is so important 
that little children be taught religion, so that they may be 
helped to form habits of. religious thought and right action 
as early in their lives as possible. They should attend Sunday 
school and church.

One church has a little chapel where the children go to 
worship under the care of their teachers. First, they have 15 
minutes in the BIG church, where the pastor tells them a 
story and they sing a hymn. Then off to their own chapel, 
where they have a period of relaxation, then their own service. 
Surely that is a way to train children to accept church service 
and religious observance as a pleasant, helpful force in their 
lives. .

SOME CHURCHES have a kindergarten room where a, 
trained teacher takes charge of the little one while their 
parents attend service. Some churches have nurseries. These 
are all to the good of the children and the families concerned. 
We all need the uplift of a religious emotion; we need its 
poetry,*its music, its spiritual strengthening power, in order 
to live worthily throughout our day. 

Especially is this true of children today. Many of them 
are breaking away from the traditions of their fathers and 
find no satisfactory substitute to put into their lives. The 
churches must make a special effort to reach such children 
and the best way I have seen is providing a children’s service 
in the church, a place set apart for the little ones, with 
trained teachers and clergy to lead them. Religion must be 
taught, practiced and established early in children’s daily lives 
if it is to function.

Just How Good Are Your Credentials? 


‘Documents You Carry in Wallet or Pocketbook Are Useless as Posifive Means of Identification’

WASHINGTON, Sept. 6.

O you think you can prove 
D who you are by the creden- 
tials you carry in your wallet 
or pocket? 

You may believe you can iden- 
tify yourself, but the documents 
you regard as credentials actually 
are useless as positive means of 
identification. 

Posing as a G-man in a college 
town, a swindler “confiscated” 
what he claimed was a counterfeit 
bill in a candy store. When police 
arrested the “agent,” they found 
him carrying cleverly faked FBI 
identification papers. 

A forger recently rifled mail- 
boxes for dividend checks and in- 
surance claim payments. Police 
apprehended him and found that 
the driver’s license he used to 
identify himself in cashing checks 


Was a forgery. Elsewhere, three 


persons were arrested for passing 
worthless checks. They carried 17 
social security cards and 72 selec- 
tive “service registration cards in 
27 different names. 

What constitutes sufficient proof 
of identity? 

Fingerprints are the best and 
only positive proof, according to 
J. Edgar Hoover, director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
But a spokesman for the Amer- 
ican Bankers’ Association says 
that an absolute, positive and 
completely fool-proof credential of 
identification should not be ex- 


pected or demanded because there ' 


just is no such thing. 

The means of identification pro- 
viding the greatest amount of 
safety for a bank when cashing a 
stranger’s check, the association 
states, is the indorsement of a 
financially responsible person 
known to the teller, preferably a 
depositor. The indorser, not the 
bank, takes the loss in the event 
of mistaken identity. 

Examine some of the “docu- 
ments” you are carrying. Automo- 
bile operators’ licenses often ure 
used for identification purposes. 
Their value may be appraised by 
the fact that an author recently 
obtained licenses from 13 states 
by mail, using assumed names and 
false addresses. 

Your birth certificate might ap- 
pear to be sufficient evidence of 
identity until one considers the 
fact that enemy agents during 
World War II were well armed 
with faked American birth certifi- 
cates. Your Social Security card 
has no value as a credential, and 
the Social Security Board itself 
warns against trying to use the 
card for identification purposes. 


While the average business man 
or bank teller cannot spot a 
forged or counterfeited identifica- 
tion document, this can be done 
by professional examiners like, for 
example, Clark Sellers of Los An- 
geles. Dean of document sleuths, 
Sellers’ testimony has sent many 
chiselers to prison. 

During World War II, a suspect- 
ed draft-dodger was questioned in 
Chicago regarding his draft regis- 
tration. He produced a Selective 
Service card made out in his 
name, but officials were not con- 
vinced. They turned the document 
over to Sellers. Photographing the 
card under ultra-violet light, the 
examiner found that it was orig- 
inally issued to another man in 
Kern county, California. Investi- 
gation revealed that the Califor- 
nian had lost his wallet and that

the man in Chicago had obtained 
it, then altered the registration 
card to evade conscription. 

If a pencil mark is erased or 
obliterated with ink, laboratory 
tests show where the eraser or 


pen has ground minute particles.

When an ink eradicator is used, 
chemicals are applied that reveal 
the original writing when the doc- 


ument is photographed under spe- 


cial lights. Even if the writing 
does not appear, the expert can 
tell someone has tampered with 
the document. The presence of 
chemicals used in ink eradicators 
will show in an ultra-violet pic- 


ture. 
N banknote company research 
man, has found new ways to 
beat crooks. He has produced 20,- 
000,000 identification cards he 
claims have never been success- 
fully altered or counterfeited. 
Whitehead prints his cards on 
special watermarked paper which 
is said to be virtually impossible 
to duplicate or obtain elsewhere. 
He employs a combination “light 
and shadow” watermark, making 
the paper thick in one place and 
thin in another. If a light water- 
mark were used alone, it could 
be counterfeited by substituting 
certain oils for ink on a printing 
press.

ED WHITEHEAD, a former 


A specially designed electric 
machine laminates two thin pieces 
of transparent thermoplastic into 
a solid sheet, with the identifica- 
tion card permanently sealed in- 
side. No seams can be pried open 
without mutilating the card, and 
special inks in the paper will fade 
or run if a plastic solvent touches 
them. 

Whitehead recently created a 
special paper which adheres to 
plastic even when heated to high 
temperature. The plastic covers of 
ordinary laminated cards can be 
removed after being heated and 
softened with a common house- 
hold iron. 

The counterfeit-foiler has gone 
several steps farther to make his 
cards tamper-proof. He has pat- 
ented a method of putting a 
checkerboard perforation and 
spot-gumming under the holder’s 
photograph, If the plastic is cut 
away over the picture by hand, 
the photograph cannot be re- 
moved without breaking the per- 
forated backing, pulling up pieces 
of the paper which stick to the 
gum, and destroying the engraved 
hairline pattern on the back of 
the card. 

He developed special cards used 
by employes in key departments 
of plants doing secret work dur- 
ing World War II. These were 
treated with a fluorescent solu- 
tion visible only under ultra-violet

Unique identification features 
are included in a disbursement 
plan now used by many com- 
panies to protect themselves 
against forgery and fraudulent 
use of their payroll checks. Per- 
fected by a Rochester (N. Y.) 
firm, the plan enables the rightful 
owner of a paycheck to cash it 
easily and quickly merely by du- 
plicating the signature which ap- 
pears on his special identification 
card,

HESE checks and cards are 
Tres on a safety paper that 

is registered and controlled in 
every step of its manufacture, 
much the same as federal cur- 
rency. They are easily identified 
because they always are provided 
with characteristic patterns and 
colors. All have the same litho- 
graphed border, trademark and 
watermark. Faces of both the 
check and the card bear a compli- 
cated pattern of dots, scientifically 
arranged according to a formula 
known only to the manufacturer, 
and the reverse sides always have 
the same special green design. 


When an employe first joins a 
concern using the system, he fills 
out an .identification card in his 
employer’s presence. When he 
cashes his paycheck, the cashier 
compares the indorsement with 
the signature on the card. 


Neither check nor card can be 
altered by mechanical means with- 
out ruining the dot pattern and 
producing a glaring white spot. 
The pattern itself cannot be re- 
placed. Alteration attempts with 


ink eradicators not only remove. 


the dots but develop the latent 
word “VOID” which is under the 
surface coating of the paper, ren- 
dering the check or card useless. 


Science has produced many 
weapons to fight the counter- 
feiter, the forger, and the crooked 
check-casher, but the United 
States still has no one single pro- 
gram or system under which an 
honest person can cash a check 
in a strange bank without embar- 
rassing red tape. Several com- 


panies have been organized in at- 
tempts to promote national stand- 
ardized identification plans, but 
none has succeeded in establish- 
ing a system which nieets all the 
requirements of banking and credit 
groups. : 

In the last analysis, the problem 
of personal identification comes 
down to the classic situation of 
the dog chasing its tail. The prin- 
cipal: question is how a creden- 
tials applicant can adequately 
identify himself to any issuing 
agency before getting that 
agency’s card. 

So far, no one has come up with 
an answer. And until an answer 
is found, people generally will have 
to get along as best they can with 
such “credentials” as drivers’ li- 
censes and Social Security cards. 
That is, unl they happen to 
know depositors at fhe bank. 

Until some fully and widely ac- 


tification is devised, 
retailers and industrial paymas- 
ters seemingly will have to go 
along under the present haphazard 
methods of identification, losing 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
annually to swindlers and forgers.
